Societies Act and 
Rules and bye - laws . the society and as such it is found 
society to the extent that the Chairman and other mana 
ging Committee members have utilised the society s fund 
for their personal use to the tune of Rs. 35,400 / - which 
is revealed in the audit carried by the Department ending 
30-9-1987. - Also advances received from the staff members 
work out to the extent of Rs. 62741.94 . Now the Mana 
gement of Chowgule Textile Division has also closed down 
the working of the Textile mill and it is established that in 
case of most of the employees, who are members of the 
society , have made their final settlement with the company 
and in future they will not come in contact with the society 
and have also vacated their place of residence . As stated 
above, since the management of the society did not work 
in the interest of the society , funds of the society has been 
involved : in misappropriation /misutilization . Besides, the 
Society has to recover huge amount from the Chowgule Com 
pany on account of the credit transaction with the employees.

Short Recital of the Case 


The disputes between the management of Hotel Silver 
Sands, Colva belonging to M / s . Bencomar Hotels (Goa ) Pvt . 
Ltd., and their workmen were with reference to the termina 
tion of services of seven workmen ; alleged refusal of employ

of the workmen and stoppage of wonder of Demands 
Whereas the workmen contended that there was an illegal 
lockout , the employer contended that the workmen stopped 
work illegally with effect from 3-12-1985 . Both parties. denied 
each other s contentions.. 


In order to bring about an amicable settlement of the dis 
pute, at the intervention of the Commissioner , Labour and 
Employment, the parties were called for discussions and the 
discussions were held on 3rd ; 4th ; 7th and 8th February , 1986 . 

The matters connected therewith such as seven terminations; 
suspension of two workmen and the termination of services : 
of :probationers during the period of suspension of operations 
and the demands of the workmen were discussed by the 
majority of the workmen s representative and the manage 
ment during the conciliation proceedings and finally on 
9-2-1986 . an amicable settlement was brought about on the 
following terms: 


hours . The workmen shall therefore join duties on 12-2-86 
morning and their : shift timings, etc. will be intimated to 
them on that day for reporting for duties on that day and 
thereafter , 

10 ) It is further agreed that if any workman is not In 
a position to join duties on 12-2-1986 , : 15 days time shall 
be given to him for reporting for duties on receipt of the 
intimation which will be sent to him in writing letter under 
Certificate of Posting, besides a notice to that effect to be 
published by the management in the local dailles viz : " rihe 
Navhind Times" and " Herald " . Failure of any workman to 
resume duties within such 15 days period from such publi 
catfon , shall make him loose his lien on service and it will 
be presumed that he is not interested in employment and 
treated as if resigned from the services .. 

11) The employer of Hotel Sands shall pay to the workmen 
their earned wages as may be due on 5th day of re - opening 
of hotel i.e .: on 17-2-86 or on the 5th day of a workman 
resuming duties as the case may be. 

12 ) It is agreed that the workmen who have accepted their 
dues on termination , now that they are being reinstated as 
per above clauses , shall refund the amount so received in : 
either lump sum or in monthly instalments not exceeding 8 
( eight ) . 

13 ) The management shall take immediate. steps to have 
the operative injuctions vacated by appropriate authority : 

14 ) Parties agree to report compliance of this settlement 
to the Office of Commissioner , Labour and Employment, Pa 
naji, on or before 28-2-1986 :

of re- opening as if they were not terminated . However, their 
period of probation shall be extended by the number of days 
equivalent to the days commencing from stoppage of work to 
the resumption of duties. 

3 ). In respect of probationers whose services are /were not 
terminated , in their case also the period of probation shall be 
extended by equal number of days of stoppage of work till 
the resumption of duties. 

4 ) Thus all the workmen excepting 7 workmen whose names 
are mentioned in clause No. 1 above, shall join duties on 
re-opening and their services shall be treated as continuous. 
But in respect of probationers the probation period stand ex 
tended by equal number of days of stoppage of work till the 
resumption of duties. It is further agreed that the workmen 
shall not be entitled for the wages for the intervening period 
of stoppage of work till they resume duties.. 

5 ) The seven terminated workmen named in clause No. 1 
above shall be reinstated in services with continuity of service 
and without back wages, on the 16th day of re -opening 1.e : on 
27-2-1986 . If any one or more of these seven workmen was / 
/were a probationer /s , the above term about addition of 
extension of probation period shall apply to him / them also .. 
In view of this clause these 7 workmen shall report for duties 
on 27-2-1986 morning hours . 

6 ) The gradewise / categorywise allotment of duties amongst 
the workmen shall depend upon the exigencies of work in 
the hotel.
